Its net 
profits in 1952 were over $44 million, compared with over $54 
million in 1951. 

The decline in sales and profits was due to the 54-day steel 
strike last summer, but the record showed the company made a 
swift recovery after the strike was settled. Its sales in the last 
quarter were about $300 million, an annual record rate of 
$1,200,000,000, The quarter produced $3.79 a share on common 
stock, more than was reported for the entire first nine months, .
